More room for the settler and more 
food for the markets will be the out- 
come of a newly organized investiga- 
tion and soil survey which the gov- 
ernment has entered upon on the na- 
tional foreets of the west Experts 
of the tareaa ot sods of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. In co-operation 
with the forest servloe, are working on 
a study of the agricultural possibili- 
ties of all parts of the national foi^ 
ests where it is probable that farm 
crops can he grown with profit, and 
It is prohahle that there wlU be avail- 
able for CaraUat porpoees within two 
years betwea l,tM.O«0 and 4,000,000 
acres, providing hOSMS (or 80J00 tO 
60,000 families. 

This area of land whldi win be re- 
leased for settleaseat Is larger In else 
than the comhiaei area of all of the 
land on the ■overameafs irrigation 
projects of the weet The action ia 
restoring the land to entry is In accord 
with a policy entered upon by the 
fOreat service seven years ago, but 
until the present year there was no 
appropriation which made it possible 
to carry oa the work of classifying the 
agrlealtaral leads systematically and 
on a large scale. July 1 an appropria- 
tion of $180,000 will be available to 
carry on the Investigation. Without 
special facilities, however, the forest 
service already ha.s examined and 
classUtod as chiefly valuable for agri- 
eultnre assre than IJOO.OOO acres, or 
land ensath for 18,000 homee.

Revival of the apprentleefchip sys- 
tem in some form In the I nited 
States Is advocatetd by L>r. Holmes 
Reckwith of the United States bateau 
of educatloa in a rupqrt to the hareau 
publlahed today. Dr. Beekwlth's eon 
elusions are baaed on a first-hand 
study of the syt'tem as employed in 
Rermany, and he urges the i;eed of In- 
dustrial schools to supplement the 
system. 

"Wasteful though the apprentloeahip 
was of the apprentice's tlaie aad ef- 
fort." says Dr. Deckwith, "apprentice- 
ship in Its newer forms, both In Ger 
many iiiel In the I'nited .St.iie«. has 
in It much of promise for the future 
training of Industrial workers. No 
better way. nor evefi bo good, has yet 
been devised for the main training of 
the mass of ladastrial workers than in 
the shops whsre thiiy are employed 
and hy thaaa wka sapervlse their 
work."

"but the people are saturated with 
old fashioned Idoas. and It will take 
Fome time to eradicate them. Still," 
he added, "western treat ni> nt is mak 
Ing headway, especially in surgery. 
{ and there are a great many Buropeai: 
trateed doctors now practicing among 
' the Cblnese. The general stage of 
' niedk-lne In China is aborit ccmrar 
I uble to what it was in Kurope ,"iO or 
fiO years ago. A siKnlflcnnt sign of 
; progress is that the old-fashioned 
physicians are coming to our service 
and asking western trained men to 
give them lectures and advice, while 
the people themselves are taking aP 
Interest In bealtb subjects."

A runaway airship caused the 

death of a C.crman sentry at Schnel- 
demuehl. Cerniany. a few days ago 
The airship — a military dirigible b.al- 
loon, Schuette-Lanz— was torn from 
her moorings In a wild squall and 
wrecked. EUie carried up In her cord 
age two eentrlee. eee of whom was 
killed by falling 600 feet, aad the 
other severely Injured by a Jump of 
30 feet. Neither crew nor pilot was 
on hoard the aircraft, which was at 
anchor on the military parade ground, 
her mooring chains buried 6^ feet 
in the eartb, when a gust caused her 
to break away. The eentrles tried to 
hold her down and were lifted into 
the air. One loosened his hold soon 
after leaving earth, but the other 
held fast until exhausted, and was 
then hurled to the ground and killed. 
The dirigible landed an hour iatoF 
some miles away.
